City Councilman Frank C utler 
W ednesday night offered the use 
of the pool at his property, 348 
Mérito Place, for use as a civilian 
recreation project, under super­ 
vision of the recreation commis­ 
sion, of which he is a member, 
and supported by the city, under 
certain conditions. 
The offer w as made to conduct 
an interesting experim ent of the 
use of a private pool for public 
purposes in an effort to convince 
other pool ow ners that such use 
would not result in dam age to 
property if adequate supervision 
is provided and discipline m ain­ 
tained. 


MEETS REQUREMENTS 


The C utler pool is fully equip­ 
ped w ith chlorinators and other 
devices w hich keep it rigidly to 
state health requirem ents. A few 
other 
private 
pools 
are 
thus 
equipped and in coming seasons, 
or until the city can provide its 
own public plunge, it is hoped to 
interest m ore ow ners to donate 
their 
pools 
during 
s u m m e r 
m onths w hile they are gone. 
At W ednesday night’s council 
meeting. 
Mr. 
C utler 
explained 
that the cost of operation, to in­ 
clude a capable supervisor and an 
assistant and other item s to meet 
state standards, would be borne 
by the city but that experience 
of previous years indicated that a 
nominal fee for use of the plunge 
would alm ost m eet this expense.

Dr. Grover H. Poos, prom inent 
local medical man, 
succumbed 
Saturday at the Coachella Valley 
hospital in Indio after a long ill­ 
ness, at the age of 58 years. An 
eye, ear, nose and throat spec­ 
ialist, Dr. Poos had devoted more 
than a quarter century to caring 
for the ailm ents of his fellow m en 
and his death brought sadness to 
a wide circle of friends here and 
in St. Louis where he practiced 
before coming to Palm Springs. 
Dr. Poos came to California 
from St. Louis four years ago for 
his health, coming to the Village. 


ILL ALMOST YEAR 


He 
rapidly 
gained 
a 
w ide 
clientele and all of his patients 
became his firm friends. Last 
July his health began to fail but 
he m aintained regular o f f i c e 
hours and denied no one trea t­ 
m ent up to four w eeks before his 
passing. 
He was a 32nd degree Mason 
and a Shriner, a ch arter m em ­ 
ber of the Palm Springs Rotary 
club, a m em ber of the Cham ber 
of Commerce and so long as his 
health perm itted, vitally interest­ 
ed in local civic affairs.

many honors. He was a mem ber 
of the American Academy of 
Oph. 
and 
Opo-Laryng. 
of the 
American College of Surgeons of 
the California Medical association, 
of the Southern Medical society 
and of the American Medical as­ 
sociation.

Mysterious Knife 
Attack on Soldier 


Palm Springs police and m ili­ 
tary 
authorities

week-end 
were piecing together fragm en­ 
tary evidence in an effort to solve 
the m ysterious attack on Howard 
Blanton, a soldier connected with 
a local post, who was found nude 
and 
suffering 
from 
num erous 
knife wounds, on the porch of a 
home in the northeast part of 
town early the m orning of June 1. 
Chief of Police Lyle J. Sanard 
and arm y authorities w ere aw ait­ 
ing th e recovery of Blanton so 
that he could be questioned more 
fully on the attack. 


IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


Blanton is reported in a serious 
condition 
as 
result 
of 
knife 
wounds in his chest and his back. 
So far he has been incoherent 
and a connected story of the a t­ 
tack has been impossible to ob­ 
tain. 
At the hospital it was reported 
that his condition was grave. 


SUSPECTS QUESTIONED

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What’s Holding It Up? 


The big question in the minds of leading Palm 
Springs citizens today is: 
What is staying the hand of Governor Earl War­ 
ren on the bill to create the Palm Springs Winter 
Park authority? 
The measure—which would insure the realiza­ 
tion of a 10-year vision here, the construction of 
the Tramway from Chino canyon to the San Ja­ 
cinto wilderness area—has been on the desk of 
the governor for three weeks. It was passed by the 
assembly by a 11 to 1 margin and by the senate by 
a large majority. 
But so far no word has been heard from the 
governor. 
On June 9, which is next Wednesday, the statu­ 
tory limit for signing measures passed at this last 
session of the legislature, falls. If the measure is 
not signed by then, it will suffer the fate of a 
pocket veto. Why? 
The measure creating the Palm Springs Winter 
Park authority is a post-war measure. It is design­ 
ed to provide employment which will be sorely 
needed after the war is concluded in victory. It will 
pave the way for the construction of a spectacular 
aerial tramway, which will whisk people from the 
floor of the desert to winter playgrounds, second 
to none in the nation. All Southern California will 
benefit by its construction. It will be the leading 
tourist attraction in a section replete with tourist 
attractions. 
And now is the time plans for it should be start­ 
ed. When— and if—the governor signs the m eas­ 
ure, preliminary plans can be mapped. There are 
many things to be done before actual construction 
is started. If the governor sees fit to heed the 
scores of appeals for the measure, these plans can 
be started now. Then as soon as the strife ends 
and peace returns, actual work can start. 
Signature by the governor is merely a matter 
of preparedness. Assembly Bill 2001 is a postwar 
measure which should be enacted now so that all 
will be in readiness, when the world returns to 
sanity, to start action. Further delay would be a 
disaster—would mean months of marking precious 
time in providing jobs when jobs will be essential. 
With the will of the people expressed in the 
large majorities rolled up in favor of the measure 
in assembly and state senate, with the flock of 
endorsements sent to Sacramento by scores of 
cities, civic bodies and others, why does the gover­ 
nor wait? 
It isn’t a special measure favoring Palm Springs. 
It’s a proposition benefitting the entire state.

There is one sim ple way to in-.w om en in the cities, 
and tell 
crease production: give the pro- j them w e’re “keeping dow n living 
ducer enough money to produce 
w ithout loss. The farm er has sons 
in North Africa too; and G uadal­ 
canal, and flying over Berlin. The 
list of 80.000 or more casualties 
includes 
boys 
from 
the 
rural 
areas as well as boys from the 
cities. The farm er asks no wage 
increase; no 40-hour week; he 
runs his tractor and guides his 
plow; he drives his own strength 
to produce, and definitely not for 
profit alone. B ut he cannot pro­ 
duce at a loss; he already owes 
th e bank, o r at least one or more 
of the dozen governm ental agen­ 
cies today loaning money to farm ­ 
ers. 
The costs of production will get 
production. A profit in a nation 
still presum ably operating on the 
profit system, and not on some 
socialistic theory of governm ental 
regulation, will increase produc­ 
tion. Add to this the elim ination 
of foolish and unnecessary forms, 
regulations, 
questionnaires, 
bu­ 
reaus. and even throw in for good 
m easure a few inspectors; give 
the farm er equipm ent and labor 
and seeds, and the farm er will 
surprise you. 
In 1917 the food adm inistrator 
w ent to the farm ers and said, 
“We need food.” In 1917 the basis 
of the food program was the pro­ 
ducer. In 1942, we have annoyed, 
harrangled, badgered, 
bothered, 
directed, disturbed, em barrassed, 
encum bered, fettered, governed, 
guided, ham pered, harrassed, h ar­ 
ried, hindered, impeded, m olest­ 
ed. ordered, perplexed .plagued, 
regulated, 
restrained, 
shackled, 
troubled, vexed, and just plain 
w orried the farm er by nneans of 
an alphabetical soup of bureaus, 
m any of them m ore interested in 
possibilities of social refrom ation 
th an in production. 
I told you the net result, be­ 
tw een the two w ars, of this dif­ 
ference in philosophies? In the 
first year of W orld W ar I, the 
farm er increased production ap­ 
proxim ately 
55 
per 
cent. 
In 
W orld W ar II, w e w ill not likely 
equal in 1943 the production of 
1942 by anyw here from 8% up, in 
some commodities more. 
L et the producer produce. This 
was the m ethod of 1917; the pro­ 
posed m ethod of 1943 is “subsi­ 
dies,” now tactfully disguised as 
“incentive paym ents.” 
I rise to rem ark th at I am op­ 
posed to subsidies. To m e they 
are deceptive and political. In ef­ 
fect, the governm ent under a sub­ 
sidy plan says to the farm er: we 
know you are not selling your 
farm produce for w hat it costs 
you to grow it, but if you’ll prom ­ 
ise not to complain about it, so 


costs,” then w e will tak e some 
money quietly out of the pockets 
of the city people, and give it to 
you. That is not honest. N either 
is it practical. The farm er says, 
suspiciously, I’d rather be paid a 
fair price for th e stuff I raise. So 
production falls. 


Subsidies 
are 
political. 
The 
Congressional Record of A pril 14, 
page 3441, lists m any of th e sub­ 
sidy paym ents of 1942. The farm ­ 
ers of California, which S tate pro­ 
duces m ore than 7 per cent (the 
Record gives th at figure; I think 
it is low) of th e nation’s food­ 
stuffs, received 12 million dollars 
in subsidies, w hile the farm ers 
in Mississippi, producing less than 
2 per cent, received 28 million 
dollars. 6,400 farm ers in one State 
got more th an 600.000 sm ell farm ­ 
ers of the country. 
But, you say, w e can’t have “in­ 
flation.” The President, o r the 
OPA, or the OWI, or somebody, 
says th at if w e give the farm er 
the am ount of money it costs him 
to raise his produce, this would 
cause inflation. We can, of course, 
give wage increases to th e man 
who works in a steel mill, or a 
coal mine, or a plane plant, or 
a shipyard, (and I rise to rem ark 
that I am glad to see them get 
good wages, w herever a good 
day’s w ork is given in return) and 
that is not inflationary; and we 
can order a 48-hour week (how 
the farm er w ould like that!) with 
1 % pay over 40, and th at’s not in­ 
flationary; and we can pay the 
farm er $12 a ton for his cabbage 
and $22 a ton for his tomatoes, 
and sell them to the consum er 
for over $300 a ton, and th at’s 
not inflationary; and we can have 
trem endously high wages w ith a 
reduction in th e things th a t peo­ 
ple would like to buy, and that's 
not inflationary; and we can raise 
the wages of several m illion gov­ 
ernm ent 
employees, 
m any 
of 
whom 
are 
unnecessary 
young 
m en getting from $4,600 to $9,000 
a year, so th at the total increase 
is $600,000,000 a year, and th a t’s 
not inflationary; but to give the 
farm er a few cents more a pound, 
ton, bushel or acre, my, m y, my, 
th a t’s inflation. 
I repeat w hat I said before: In 
the first 15 m onths of W orld War 
I, under th e control of th at food 
adm inistration, retail prices on 
foodstuffs rose 15.1 per cent. In 
World W ar II, in exactly the same 
length of time, and u nder the 
most pow erful bureaucracy out­ 
side of Russia and G erm any, with 
the best regulatory ideas of the 
best classroom brains in America, 
retail food prices rose 18.7 per 
cent.

Curtailment of 


Pleasure Trips 


Is Necessary 


Why today’s m anpow er short­ 
age m akes it increasingly im por­ 
tan t for the public to voluntarily 
limit pleasure trips and cooperate 
closely w ith transportation com ­ 
panies has been explained by F. 
W. Ackerman. Vice President of 
Pacific Greyhound Lines. 
‘If selective service boards in­ 
duct an appreciable num ber of 
fathers this year, the manpower 
shortage of intercity bus compan­ 
ies will become even more acute,” 
Mr. A ckerm an said, quoting from 
a study just made by the National 
Association of Motor Bus O pera­ 
tors. 
"This study,” Mr. 
Ackerman 
stated, "shows that 73 per cent of 
all bus drivers are between 21 
and 37 years of age, and 62 per 
cent of m aintenance personnel are 
betw een 18 and 37. Most of these 
men have been deferred because 
they have children. Last year the 
nation's bus lines lost nearly half 
of their bus drivers principally 
to the arm ed services, although 
transportation is considered a v it­ 
ally essential vocation. In addi­ 
tion to their replacement, the bus 
lines had to greatly increase the 
num ber of drivers to take care of 
w artim e transportation demands. 
And the problem is not only one 
of employment, but also of tra in ­ 
ing, 
because 
every 
new 
bus 
driver 
is 
required 
to 
take a 
lengthy course of instruction in 
the 
interests of public safety. 
There was an even higher rate of 
turnover in the m aintenance de­ 
partm ents, because of employees 
joining the military forces.” 
PUBLIC CAN HELP 
This problem of employment is 
one of the most im portant re a ­ 
sons why transportation com pan­ 
ies are urging the public to lim it 
all their travel to trips that are 
absolutely essential, the bus exec­ 
utive pointed out. "Speaking for 
Pacific Greyhound Lines," Mr. 
A ckerm an said, “our load is con­ 
stantly increasing and will con­ 
tinue to increase as the tempo of 
w ar is stepped up. W hile vacation 
travel cannot be considered es­ 
sential, it is desirable in m any 
cases, but it is im portant that 
people should do as little trav el­ 
ing as possible and do that tra v ­ 
eling on Tuesdays’ W ednesdays 
and Thursdays only, instead of 
over the 
week-ends 
when the 
greatest num ber of m ilitary p er­ 
sonnel travel and all available 
transportation f a c i l i t i e s are 
crowded.”

To Eliminate Pool 
On E. Arenas Road 


City council W ednesday night 
authorized City Engineer J. F. 
Davidson to prepare plans, spec­ 
ifications and estim ates for the 
construction of a curb and gutter 
on the south side of A renas road 
from Palm Canyon drive to In ­ 
dian avenue to provide an ade­ 
quate drain to elim inate standing 
w ater there which is now term ­ 
ed a health menace. 
The project is the first step 
in a program designed to elim ­ 
inate the pond which forms at 
the intersection of Arenas road 
and Palm Canyon drive, a low 
spot where water accumulates 
from several blocks north. 
It was the form ation of this 
pond which prom pted the recent 
passage of the anti - sidewalk 
washing ordinance, now in dis­ 
pute. 
The m atter was brought be­ 
fore the council by D irector of 
Public W orks Ray Soriihn who

Southern 
California's 
area

areas are those in w hich short­ 
ages of labor are anticipated but 
which can still accom modate w ar 
production 
w ork

be 
completed w ithin six months. 
The area is defined as all coun­ 
ties in Southern California ex­ 
cept San Diego, which previous­ 
ly had been placed in group one, 
signifying a critical labor short­ 
age. under a 48-hour week. 
Counties included in tKe area 
are Riverside, V entura, Los A nge­ 
les, Orange, San Bernardino, Im ­ 
perial, Inyo, Mono and parts of 
Santa B arbara and K ern coun­ 
ties.

Speeds Delivery 


Of U. S. Mail 


The new m ethod of speeding 
up m ail deliveries, through ad ­ 
dition of a bra.-ich post office 
nnm ber to the address on m ail for 
delivery in large cities, is being 
placed in operation rapidly. Re­ 
ports from m any cities indicate 
that it has been received enthus­ 
iastically by the press, postm ast­ 
ers, business concerns and the 
public. 
W ithin a few days after initia­ 
tion of the plan, under instruc­ 
tions 
of 
Postm aster 
General 
Frank C. W alker, nearly all the 
postm asters in the large cities af­ 
fected had assigned postal unit 
num bers to th eir branch offices, 
millions of residents had been ad­ 
vised of the num ber to be added 
to their addresses, and a consid­ 
erable volume of m ail already 
was carrying the num bers assign­ 
ed. By June 1. it is expected that 
practically all whose addresses 
are affected w ill have been noti­ 
fied of their postal unit numbers. 
Rapid increase in volum e of 
mail and the loss of some thirty 
thousand postal em ployees to the 
arm ed forces m ade it necessary to 
adopt the plan, in the interest of 
accurate, efficient m ail service 
and for the relief of postal per­ 
sonnel who are carrying an ex­ 
trem ely heavy burden of work.
